Every one of the possible 
heirs designated in the present Succes- 
sion bill is either a female or derives 
title from a female 
Thus, in case of 


the death of the young Piincess Wil- 
helmina, the first m order of succes- 
sion will be the King's sister Sophie, 
marued to the Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimat-Eisenach. It is noteworthy, 
however, that according to the bill the 
Grand Duchess can not transmit to her 
children her rights over Holland, which 
pass, on the contrary, to the descend- 
ants of the Dutch Princess Marianne, 
daughter of King William L, and mar- 
ried more than half a century ago to a 
Pnnce of Prussia. As the latter's son, 
the present Prince Albert of Prussia, 
has three boys, it will be seen that the 
Low Countries are unlikely to escape 
the house of Hohenzollern. There is 
no reason to suppose that the precau- 
tions taken by the Succession bill 
against the failure of Prussian heirs 
will be called in play, and we need not, 
therefore, refer to them in detail.

in Sunday-school work in this state for 
the coming year, the plan being as far as 
lossible to assign a missionary to two, 
hree or four of the twenty districts of 
,he state, dividing the time between the 
counties as may seem best. 


4. That the large counties of the state 


je requested and encouraged to employ 
j county Sunday-^school missionary to aid 
in the work of visitation and in holding 
township institutes, normal classes aud 
conventions in conference with pastors, 
superintendents and the County Execu- 
tive Committee. 


5. That in view of the great number 


of children and youth yet unreached in 
the Sunday-schools of this state we urge 
upon Christians in every county, city anc 
village in this state to organize and work 
for the house-to-house visitation of every 
family in the name of the Sunday-schoo 
and in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ 
The encouragement to this work of visi 
tation is very great, and the subject will 
be brought before the convention by 
some of the counties when it baa been 
titod.

Without cold and lifeless, within it is 


the great granite heart of the greatest state 
of the nation, where the pulsations of gov- 
ernment never cease throbbing. 


During the months of June and October the 


capital Is the favorite resort for newly mar- 
ried couples who visit Albany during their 
honeymoon. The billing and cooing of these 
now voyagers on the sea of matrimony can be 
heard in obscure corridors at all hours of the 
day during thoso pleasant months. Visitors 
desiring to make a tour of the building are 
usually accompanied by orderlies, who act as 
guides. These clcerones receive from 170 to 
t!M a month from tho state and In addition to 
thin they realize from fg to »35 a month In 
"tips" from generous visitors. The capitol 
orderly Is usually the heeler of state officers, 
legislators or the like, and his chance of pro- 
motion depends far more upon the number 
of votes he can Influence In bis native town 
than his capacity as a guide. Young benedicts, 
literary and scientific men who go through 
the building In search of Information, and 
rulie hunters seldom cross tho Itching palm of 
the orderly with com. These people are 
courteous and dismiss the guide with many 
thanks, but do not leave any substantial token 
of remembrance. 
When these people strag- 


gle into tho building the veteran orderlies 
illiupprar Into occult passages like so many 
pralrlu do^s, thus leaving the newly ap- 
pointed guide to pilot tbe supposed parsimo- 
nious visitors about the structure. 


Occasionally parties of college students are 


allowed to wander through the corridors with 
a guide. Last week a bevy of boarding school 
lasses came very near "winding" an old 
orderly who essayed to point out tbe wonders 
of tho wonderful pile. Tho young ladlescaine 
to tlio capital from Saratoga Springs, and 
were only U» happy at rinding that the guide 
who was unfortunate enough to assume charge 
of them was ready to look upon their every 
caprice In solemn earnest. When the party 
reached tho head of the grand staircase, the 
guitlo shouted frantically for help when one 


noxloaiand withal most wily loRbytots are 
the veteran committee clerk*. They are al- 
lowed the privileges of the Boor in both houses 
ami frequently assist In all sort* of trick* to 
influence legislation.

Not lung since a young 
country lawyer and his aflianced lingered in 
one of the corridors nntil the train had pulled 
out of the Union depot. They were strangers 
In the city, and could not reach home by rail 
until the next day. Bo, In order to get out 
of his plight, the young man "popped" the 
question, was accepted, and telegraphed thus 
to his parents: "Wo missed the train, Isabella 
and I, and got married."

When the li'gi.slutnr'* is not In session curi- 


ous visitor* climb up Into the president's 
chair In tlwonyx wallet! senate chamber and 
tbe speaker's chair In the assembly, rap on 
the resonant desk as If calling a fancied legis- 
lature to onlor and shout just to see bow their 
voices sound in tbe vacant apartments. Since 
there has Iwun so much talk of the assembly 
ceiling falling, some timid visitors decline to 
gn U-yonil the threshold of tbe main entrance.

American Continent.

NEW YORK, May 9.-St. George's Episco- 


pal church In this city is one of the oldest, 
most aristocratic church organizations In tbfl 
metropolis. It U a handsome building, al- 
way* in good repair, well furnished, very 
neatly kept and has two magnificent organs. 
It is located on the west side of Stuyvesant 
park, one of tbe prettiest and most retired 
squares in the city. It in, besides, thfl first 
Protestant church in the city which Is open 
all day to whomsoever may choose to go in 
and rest and pray. 


8t. George's pastor, Kev. M. Kainsford, is 


one of the most advanced as well as most 
brainy preachers in tho city. On the first 
Sunday of the present month he revived tlm 
order of deaconess in tbe church by creating 
Miss Julia Kornerot a deaconess, the first one 
ever created in America and the first "ne 
admitted to the Episcopal church for nearly 
4UO years. 


Miss Forneret Is a Canadian, and t> a grad- 


uated nurse. She has been active in tbe uni- 
versal mission work of St. George's church 
for years. A deaconess Is not a sister under 
tbe order* of a superior, and devoted to a re- 
ligious life. She remains in tbe world and 
mingles with it; but all tbe time fa engaged 
In church work suited to her sex and capa- 
city. Miss Forneret Is tall and graceful, and 
In the dress of clerical suggestion which she 
wears looks like a high priestess. 


Rev. Mr. Rainsford preaches no old, un- 


reasonable doctrines. His sermons are full 
of strong, helpful, humanitarian thought. He 
has two assistants—Rev. Lindsay Parker, a 
bright young Irishman, and Rev. Henry Wil- 
son, a man of fine and high spirituality and 
great earnestness in the work of benefiting 
humanity. He resembles Rev. Mr. Eden of 
Charles Reode's most moving and most noble 
story, "It Is Never Too Late to Mend." All 
who have read the book must ever after have 
a higher regard, a deeper respect for every 
earnest minister of the gospel. Mr. Eden is 
the only portrait of a clergyman In fiction 
who Is not either weak or unnatural. He is 
a real man, and yet has within him so large a 
part of the divinity that one who reads of 
him believes moro and more in an ultimate 
destiny of glory for all mankind. 


St. George's has various missions, and does 


a large charity and educational work.

When the great fire of 1871 cnmo Mr. Swenie 
wns foreman of an engine company, but by 
bid prompt action saved four squares on the 
north sulo of the river, bounded by Michigan 
ami Market streets olid tbe river. 


He U an Ideal flre chief. Every man In tbe 


department is known to him personally, and 
every bit of the apparatus is familiar to him. 
He attends all fires day or night, and though 
a pleasant und approachable man, popular 
among the rank and flic, bis discipline is 
almost military In character and Influence. 
No more unpretentious man ever lived, 
though it Is largely due to bis genius and 
energy that the Chicago department, notori- 
ously inefficient In 1871 and 1874, has been 
brought to such • high standard of excel- 
lence that the fire chiefs from London, Liver- 
pool and Paris, betides scores from American 
cities, have traveled hither on purpose to 
study it. 


Tho Importance of Chief Swenie's position 


may be better Judged by consideration of 
these facts: There is no fire commission in 
Chicago, and tbe sole authority, under the 
mayor, rests with the chief. In the depart- 
ment are 500 men, manning 35 steam engines, 
10 hook and ladder trucks, 6 chemical engines, 
a stand pipe, 300 horses and 10 miles of hose. 
The Chicago department answers an average 
of six alarms each day, and the cost of its 
maintenance is nearly 11,000,000 a year. 
Chief tiwenle's reappointmeut, after a recent 
change in the politics of tbe city administra- 
tion, was very gratifying to the citizens and 
to his friends and admirers in the flre depart- 
ments of many American cities.
